>apers. Of these the Romano 
— ' of Government organ, 
uiation of 36,000. It is in- 
telligently edited and influential and 
reasonable, like most of the journals of 
the country, which, when they entertain 
ultra-republican views like the Secolo, at 
Milan, content themselves with mild ex- 
pressions of opinion, that the pubbc 
harmony may not be disturbed. The 
Secolo, which is said to have a circula- 
tion of 140,000, is seen everywhere in 
Italy and occasionally is sold at news 
stands in France and Spain. It has a 
reputation for ability and enterprise not 
only among its partisans but its enemies, 
and the manner in which it is con- 
ducted is more like that of a first-class 
American than any other journal in 
Italy. Thegeneral distributionof news- 
pap'ers indicates the prevailing degree 
of intelligence in the localities where 
they are published, Rome being a nota- 
ble'exception. Naples, though having 
200,000 more inhabitants than Milan, 
has less daily newspapers, while Paler- 
mo, a'great" and important city, has 
only three. Genoa is abous the "size of 
Rome, yet has but six dailies and an ig- 
norant reading constituency. The 
greatest proportion of illiteracy is, of 
course, found at Naples and down 
through Calabria into Sicily, and here 
there is not only a greatly diminished cir- 
culation of newspapers,' but of all kinds

When about ten years old, his father 
fitted for him a small workshop, and 
there he constructed models of saw- 
mills, fire-engines, steamboats, steam- 
engines, electrical and other machines.

The only open- 
ing in the way of business that offered 
was to sell apples on the street, and by 
this means, for a few months, he Bas- 
el f and assisted 
ing his mother and sisters, 
obtained a situation with a mercantile 
firm, where he remained for five years. 
One of the heads of the house having au 
excellent library, gave him access to it, 
and ho nsed his opportunity well to 
study subjects bearing upon mechanics, 
machinery, civil engineering and physi- 
cal science. In 1839 he obtainea em- 
ployment as a clerk or purser on a Mis- 
sissippi river steamer. He again made 
the best use of his opportunity to ac- 
quire that complete knowledge of the 
great river which he was afterward able 
to turn to such good account in the 
noble enterprises he so fortunately car-

The Cameling Act. 

The following is the act of the legiila- 
ture making gambling a felony : 

Section L Be it enacted, " etc., That 
whoever, with or without compensation, 
shall set up, carry on or conduct, or shall 
aid and assist in setting up, carrying on 
or conducting a keno bank-. faro'banK or 
any other machine or contrivance used 
in betting, whereby money or other thing 
may be won or lost; or whoever shall for 
compensation, percentage or commission 
set up, conduct or carry oc a game of 
cards whereby money or other thing may- 
be won or lost, or shall, with or without 
compensation, percentage or commission, 
aid and abet in setting up, conducting or

HISTORIG-IL OEMS. 



The gems and jewels of France hare 
been famous for generations, and inter- 
est in them is revived by the report that 
the Chamber of Deputies hav-i "agreed 
that they should be sold to provide 
funds for aged workmen." The rich- 
ness and value of this great regalia have 
been prominent in literature and poli- 
tics ever since the remarkable report 
made concerning them to the French 
Assembly in 1791. In the list then 
made there were carefully described 
9,547 diamonds, 506 pearls, 134 sap- 
phires, 150 emeralds, 71 topazes, 3 Ori- 
ental amethysts, 8 Svrian garnets and 
8 other stones not designated. The es- 
timate value of these treasures, together 
with the bijou and mounted parures 
belonging to the crown amounted to 
nearly 30,000,000 francs, or about 
#6.000,000. The most famous of these 
was the diamond known as Le 
12,000,000 francs, and

Its size is al- 
most the same, its diameter being 7,666 
miles; its day is almost the same length, 
and its density is rather less than five 
times that of water. It revolves around 
the sun at a distance of 60,000,000 miles, 
in the space of 224 days. Like Mer- 
cury, However, Venus is moonless. 
Passing the earth in the meantime, we 
come to the well-known red planet 
Mars. This planet is particularly inter- 
esting in many points of view. Next 
to Mercury it is the smallest of the four 
planets, its diameter being only 4,200 
miles, little more than half that of the 
earth or Venus. Its distance from the

If the hands are stained, use a handful 
of clean sand in the water, rubbing in 
on the stains. This sand can be rinsed 
off and kept in a dish for daily use. 
Oxalic acid will take off etains, but it ia 
rank poison and dangerous to fcave 
about; it also makes the hands exceed- 
ingly harsh.
